I ordered her to 1x3 led by the arm at 
the head of the column by two grena­ 
diers. 
She shrieked, but it was of no 
use. 
One of the grenadiers was wound­ 
ed in the arm, aial th(‘ blood spurted 
over the jioor, terrified \vonian. 
She 
fainted and had to 1x3 carried. 
Napo­ 
leon, having lu^ard the story, asked to 
see the little dressmaker and com])li- 
mented lier upon the service she had 
rendered th(3 army. This was the origin 
of the legend.” —London News.
